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BISSEL TO RETIRE 
FROM THE CABINET 


POSTMASTER GENERAL W ILL 
RESIGN VERY SOON. 


When Congress Adjourns the Presi­ 
dent’s Former Law 
Partner is 
Likely To Lay Down His Burdens 
—Efforts to Patch Up the Brecken- 
ridge-Heard Muss. 


W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 2 .—P ostm aster. 
General Bissell will resign on the ad­ 
journment of congress. 
This was an­ 
nounced today on good authority. 
Efforts are being made to restore 
peace between 
Heard and 
Breck­ 
enridge, 
who 
is 
the 
chair­ 
man of Hie committee on the district 
of Columbia, became angered because 
the Hawaiian 
question was being 
brought forw ard in the time devoted 
to his committee, and attem pted to 
secure the floor. 
The beginningof the 
controversy was not plain, but sud­ 
denly both members sprang toward 
each other. 
Mr. Breckinridge, shouting, “You 
cur, scoundrel and liar,” struck a t the 
member from Missouri a fierce blow 
which missed him. 
Instantly they were seized by other 
members, but struggled fiercely to get 
a t each other, shouting “ liar.” 
Mr. Pence of Colorado had Mr 
Breckinridge by the throat and Mr.Mc- 
Creary 
of Kentucky climbed 
over 
several seats and held him by the 
shoulder. 
For three or four minutes 
there was a wild scrambling resemb­ 
ling a football rush, while all the mem­ 
bers in the house poured into the aisle 
and the greatest confusion reigned. 
The pounding of the speaker’s gavel 
could not be heard, but Mr. Crisp’s 
voice rang above the tum ult shouting: 
“ The sergeant-at-arm s will arrest the 
members and bring them before the 
bar of the house.” 
Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms Isaac Hill 
rushed down the isle bearing the great 
mace, followed by his assistants. 
The 
tw o members were then brought up be­ 
fore the speaker’s desk, two men on each 
side holding their arms and Represen­ 
tative Dockery of Missouri standing 
behind them. 
Mr. Breckinridge was 
exceedingly red in the face, while Mr. 
H eard, who is a slender man, was 
ashen pale and trembled like a leaf. 
The speaker ordered all to take their 
seats. 
Many of the members did so 
reluctantly. 
After all the members 
were seated*he ordered both Mr. Heard 
and Mr. Breckinridge back to their 
seats and then recognized the Ken­ 
tuckian. 
W ith his frame trem bling with ex­ 
citem ent, his silver 
hair tum bling 
back from his forehead, Mr. Breckin­ 
ridge began Irs apology in humble 
tones. 
“ No one,” he began, “can regret 
more than I th at any personal diffi­ 
culty should occur on this floor, but 
when I thought I had been taken off 
the floor w ith great rudeness I went to 
Mr. Heard and said to him he could 
not do business in th at way. 
He re­ 
plied th a t th at was an insolent state­ 
m ent and th a t I was an im pertinent 
scoundrel.” 
“ He said I was a scoundrel,” inter­ 
posed Mr. Heard. 
“ He called me a liar,” went on Mr. 
Breckinridge, ignoring the interrup­ 
tion. 
“ I ought not to have resented 
it, Mr. Speaker.” he continued, tu rn ­ 
ing to the chair, “but, as a Mississippi 
judge once said, the lie was the first 
assault, and in spite of my gray hairs 
I could not restrain myself. 
I apolo­ 
gize to the speaker and to the house. 
To the gentlem an, I will say,” he 
added, as 
he turned 
and 
looked 
squarely at Mr. Heard, his voice rising 
to one of defiance, “I will say th at 
th a t can 
not 
remain between he 
and L” 
A 
scattering 
burst of 
applause 
greeted this. 
Mr. Heard then explained the situa­ 
tion, denying th at there had been any 
discourtesy in his treatm ent of the 
Kentucky congressman. 
The gentle­ 
man from Kentucky, in w hat he re­ 
garded as most offensive language, 
had called him an insolent and im­ 
pertinent something. 
“ He followed,” said Mr. Heard, his 
tem per rising, “th at statem ent w ith a 
practical assault on me. 
He called me 
a scoundrel.” 
“ If I said th at I withdraw it,” inter­ 
rupted Mr. Breckinridge. 
“I do not 
think I said it.” 
“ And I believe he did say it,” said 
*Mr. Ileal d. 
“ If after my disclaimer the gentle­ 
man still insists I said it,” retorted 
Mr. Breckinridge, again flaring up, 
“ I withdraw it; 
he does not de­ 
serve it. ” 
Mr. Heard hastily denied th at he in­ 
tended to question Mr. Breckinridge's 
veracity, but stated th at he meant in 
his excitement the gentlem an from 
Kentucky had forgotten w hat he did 
say. 
“ I stated,” he continued, “that the 
gentleman lied. 
Upon his w ithdrawal 
of his offensive epithet I will with­ 
draw mine, but not before. 
I believe 
th a t I have done nothing which it was 
not my duty and right to do.” Mr. 
Heard was also applauded when he 
took his seat. 
Without paying more attention to 
the episode the house settled down to 
the routine business. 
Through the mediation of friends of 
both parties an amicable adjustm ent 
of the difficulties was finally arranged. 
Both gentlemen made formal apoligies 
to the house and to each other, and at 
the request of Mr. Goodnight the entire 
colloquy was stricken from the record. 
XihKouiMft Mr. liw ud went over to 


Mr. Breckinridge’s seat, and the late 
adversaries shook hands. 
The incident seemed to have stirred 
up the combativeness of several of the 
members, many minor wrangles fol­ 
lowing. 
Finally the resolution was 
adopted w ithout a division and with 
little opposition. 
It calls upon the 
President to transm it all correspond­ 
ence or iaionuittion regarding the re­ 
port th at the rebels against the Ha­ 
waiian government were incited, sup­ 
plied with arms, and partly led by 
persons who claimed to be British 
subjects, and that the m inister of 
Great Britain intervened in order to 
prevent the application of m artial law 
to those concerned in the rebellion 
who claimed to be British subjects. 
The report was, after some discus­ 
sion, received, with permission given 
to the other members of the commit­ 
tee to file views. 
Then, at 5 o'clock, 
the house took a recess until 8 o clock. 
The night session was devoted to the 
consideration of private pension bills.

January Closes With the Lowest Aver- 
erage Prices for All Commodities 
Ever Known—Unprecedented E x­ 
ports and Withdrawals of Qold— 
Week’s Failures Listed by Agencies. 


N e w Y o r k , Feb. 2 .— R . G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“Things look better near the close 
this week, because it is believed th at a 
new loan will be negotiated. 
There 
was need for relief, since January 
closed with the heaviest exports of 
gold in any month and the heaviest 
w ithdrawals of gold from the treasury, 
$43,468,108, the 
hope of the new 
loan being 
the 
one thing which 
has 
lifted prices 
during the last 
few days. January leaves behind it the 
lowest average of prices for all com 
modifies ever known; for cotton, iron 
and its products, wool and silver, the 
lowest monthly average ever known; 
and for wheat a range above the mini­ 
mum, but yet declining rapidly toward 
that point. Industrial operations have 
have not m aterially diminished, though 
it has been a disappointing month be­ 
cause the revival has not come. 
“ The continued drift of money to 
New York shows scanty commercial 
demand in the interior and no im­ 
provement appears here in commercial 
loans. 
In short, business is still w ait­ 
ing, and finds reason for hesitation in 
the condition of the treasury. 
“ Speculation has not favored pro­ 
ducers. 
Wheat is half a cent lower, 
but western receipts were only 1,226,- 
012 bushels, against 1,579,25 7 last year, 
and with exports larger than last year 
might have helped prices had not the 
visible stocks been so large. 
Corn is 2 
cents lower, with receipts about half 
and exports not one eighth of last 
year’s. 
The cotton movement con­ 
tinues 
large 
and 
the 
maximum 
crop 
estimates 
are 
encouraging, 
but there 
is not 
a 
little 
hope 
th at the decrease of acreage this 
year by concerted action may help 
the planters. 
N either here nor abroad 
does m anufacture promise nearly the

Iron and steel look less encouraging 
at the east and the demand is disap­ 
pointing, although 
prices are 
not 
weaker. 
Textile 
manufactures eau

cloths 
have advanced a shade the demand for 
other cotton goods is only moderate 
and prices are unusually irregular. 
Wool is so low t.iat large sales for pos­ 
sible futures continue and the total ut 
the chief m arkets for four weeks has 
been 23,157, i>65 pounds, against 25,12 
150 two years ago,” 
“ Failures for the last week have 
been 354 in the United States, against 
370 last year, and 54 in Canada, against 
52 last year.”

served the religion of patriotism.

not detract from the pleasure it gave 
him to feel that come what might the 
people would stand together in a com­ 
mon cause and for a common defense.

From the husband of her bosom,

sorceress of Fulton" now wishes to be 
divorced, and thereby 
hang 
more 
wierd tales than A. Uonan Doyle or 
H. Rider Haggard ever dreamed of. 
Mrs. Clendenning was one of the pic­ 
turesque figures in the Ashton murder 
case. 
Many Janesville people will 
remember a tall gaunt woman who 
sat bolt upright in her seat during the 
whole trial. 
From the immense hat 
th at she wore a half dozen blood red 
artificial roses nodded and her dress 
was of fantastic design. 
She wore a

Ashton Made No Reply. 
Ashton made no reply or demonsta- 
tion in response.

was made in the presence of witnesses, 
so th at much at least, of her story 
was true.

Ashton, a t the time she claimed he 
sent for her, she shook her head wise­ 
ly and predicted th at “ there would be 
a death in the big house w ithin a 
week.*' 
When asked who was to die, 
she said she did not know. She made 
many dram atic charges and told them 
in a vivid manner but they could not 
be substantiated although some of 
them dovetailed in nicely w uh the 
other evidence.

“ There is a wide, deep-seated con 
viction in the minds of the boot and 
shoe m an u factu rers in this state 
that there is something out of joint 
that must be corrected. 
We some­ 
times underestimate the importance of 
our business, but statistics will show 
that there is not less than $1,000,000 - 
OOO in this traffic every year, includ­ 
ing every branch from tanner to the 
retailer, in this state. 
“ There are several subjects which 
we have under 
consideration and 
probably the most important one is 
that of credit. 
To illustrate: 
A few 
days ago a customer paid a bill of sev­ 
eral hundred dollars +o a retailer. She 
had bought a pair of French kid shoes 
for $0.50—the best that the firm could 
give her—and in three months had re­ 
turned them all cracked and broken. 
Sb*e demanded a rebate because they 
had not lasted 
six 
months. 
The 
claim was rejected, but for fear of 
losiug her patronage the salesman 
was ordered to satisfy the cus’omer’s 
claim, and did so by giving her a pair 
of slippers. 
T h e Q uestion o f C redit. 
“ This illustration takes in both mat­ 
ters that are all important to the boot 
and shoe men because it shows the 
extent to which credit la sometimes 
carried and illustrates the folly of 
guaranteeing our goods. 
As a m atter 
of fact we will always have to more 
or less guarantee goods, but we want 
to get away from it as much as poasi 
hie. 
Then a great many of us feel 
that it is not advisable to extend credit 
to persons who compel us to recognize 
their claims, such aa I have illustrated, 
for fear of not getting our money 
On the other band, we risk losing the 
custom of one who might purchase 
several hundred dollars’ 
worth of 
shoes in a year. 
“ Another thing has to be corrected 
in the practice that exists with sales 
men, cf squeezing a woman’s foot into 
shoes two or three sizes too small for 
her. 
In such cases something is sure 
to burst and as the fault is with the 
retailer he should be made to stanc 
the lo* s. 
The only thing that the 
manufacturer should be called upon 
under all circumstances to guarantee 
aud make good, in case of any just 
claim, is the workmanship. 
“ In order to meet the increased 
cost of material and to maintain the 
present standard of our goods, we 
must do something to bring about 
better prices. 
Just how we are to ac­ 
complish anything in this direction is 
hard to say, but a way will be found, 
and that soon.”
